The  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health,   Division  of 
Substance  Abuse  Services,   has  developed  this  directory  as  a 
guide  for  individuals  and  families,   community  groups  and 
organizations  interested  in  locating  appropriate  alcohol  and 
drug  abuse  prevention  and  treatment  services. 

Programs  are  organized  by  service  type  and  listed 
alphabetically  by  city  for  ease  in  locating  services  by 
geographic  area.     Each  service  type  is  described  briefly  at  the 
top  of  each  page.     A  summary  of  service  types  can  be  found  on 
page  2 . 

This  directory  lists  agencies  and  groups  that  provide 
services  to  individuals  and  families  experiencing  problems  with 
alcohol  and  other  drugs.     A  listing  of  primary  prevention 
centers  is  also  included.     Although  it  attempts  to  be  inclusive, 
this  list  may  not  be  exhaustive.     Listing  in  this  volume  should 
not,   however,   be  taken  as  recommendation  or  warranty  of  an 
agency  or  group  by  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  or  by  any 
of  the  contributors  to  this  volume. 

Services  currently  receiving  funding  through  grants  from  the 
Department  of  Public  Health,   Division  of  Substance  Abuse 
Services,   are  identified  with  a  Y  under  the  column  labeled 
DBAS  Funded.     Programs  with  DSAS   funding  can  accept  all 
individuals  without  regard  for  ability  to  pay.  As  of  October  1, 
1989,    inpatient  detoxification,   methadone  services  and 
outpatient  counseling  including  acupuncture  detoxification  and 
maintenance  may  be  eligible  for  medicaid  reimbursement. 

Residential  programs  for  women  are  identified  with  an  "  (F)  *' 
after  the  program  name;  those  that  serve  both  men  and  women  are 
designated  by  ■ ( F/M) " .
